The framework 
stands about seven feet high. 
1 ho 
front is embellished with carved work 
and hand-painting. 
Tho dial, six teen 
inches in diameter, shows tho second, 
minute, and hour, ranging from one to 
twenty -four hours; all the day s of the 
week and month in separate circles. 
An inner-ring display s figures eorre- 
H|>onding to tho twelve-hour sy stem, 
thus furnishing two readings—one of 
twelve hours and the main one of 
twenty - four 
hours. 
The 
interior 
mechanism is unusually simple, con­ 
taining half the ordinary number of 
wheels, while performing correctly a 
greater variety of work. 
By an ingen­ 
ious adjustment of the lower and upper 
works, a very sensational effect is 
reached in the artistic canopy , a strange 
device. 
At every q uarter the twelve 
apostles nro seen to march out at one 
door and in at another, in semi-circle,in 
front of a figure intended to represent 
Christ. 
Peter is seen to turn his hack 
upon the Savior. 
Overhead is tho in­ 
scription, “Beware of Temptation,” and 
a hand pointing toward a bar in front of 
which a dude is seen approaching a 
portly , aproned “host,” who receives 
contemptuously his visitor’s overtures 
to “stand him off.” 
At the ex treme 
left a curtained door of the adjoining sa­ 
loon onens and discloses a policeman in 
tho act of getting away with his mug of 
beer. 
At tho ex treme right is an aper­ 
ture out of which figures representing 
“Childhood,” “Youth,” “Manhood,” and 
“Old Age” emerge to correspond with 
the first, second, third, aiul last q uar­ 
ters of the hour. Not tho least wonder­ 
ful thing about the clock is the fact 
that the bulk of its elaborate carved 
work w as done at odd times by means 
of a jack-knife, and that some of the 
richer effects were produced from cigar- 
box es.

Hunting Pennsy lv a nia Beer. 
Deer hunting in the woodlands of 
Pennsy lvania is not what it was thirty - 
five y ears ago. 
In those day s the old 
military road from Olean to Kittanning 
in Western Pennsy lvania made a way 
in the woods for the hunters. 
For a 
distance of 1G0 miles it led right 
through tho forests, then unbroken, 
save here and there by a windfall or a 
pigeon-slashing. 
But doubtless many 
of my readers do not know the charac­ 
ter of a pigeon-slashing. 
Pigeon-slash- 
ings are made by tho noble red man 
where pigeons are nesting. 
The dusky 
warrior allow s his faithful sq uaw to cut 
down the trees while he picks up tho 
y oung nestlings. 
In the present day good hunters are 
shooting both deer and bear in large 
numbers in Elk County . 
Deer are 
swift-footed creatures. 
They can smell 
a man with a rifle moro than a mile. 
If they are not badly wounded they are 
almost sure to make their escape. 
Ex ­ 
perienced hunters try to shoot the 
animals right behind the shoulder. 
The game is generally found on the 
hills. 
A deer is alway s suspicious of 
the low lands. 
If disturbed in the 
valley s they put for the hills without 
say ing good-by e, and the hunter who 
follows the trail rarely overtakes his 
game. 
A man hunting alone never 
follows a deer, but takes a circuitous, 
and often very fatiguing route, and 
meets the prey up in the hills. 
I have 
followed a deer trail many a weary 
mile 
only to find that it 
came 
to an abrupt termination right in an 
open and unlocked for spot. 
This is 
accounted for by the fact that the can­ 
ning beast turns right about in his own 
tracks, stepping into each old footprint 
in the snow and retracing its steps un­ 
til it linds a suitable place for a big 
leap, when ho bounds off some twenty 
feet or more over underbrush or rocks 
and makes tracks in another direction, 
fully impressed with the idea that he 
has thrown his pursuers off his trail. 
When a large animal is killed a good 
distance from tho camp, it is a difficult 
undertaking to bring in the game. 
I 
havo freq uently left the carcass of a 
fleer hanging to a tree until the follow­ 
ing day . 
When the snow covers tho 
ground, the Pennsy lvania deer feeds on 
fallen acorns and beechnuts. 
They re­ 
move the snow with their antlers so 
that they can get at the teed. 
There is 
a place called Wilcox in the interior of 
Elk County which is a favorite resort 
for amateur hunters. 
There is a rich 
old tanner here who owns a park con­ 
taining many acres in w hich is a herd of 
over 100 deer, buck, does, and fawns. 
He will let one hunt in this park by 
pay ing for all of the game killed or 
injured. 
In the backwoods, venison in 
in bulk sells for eight or nine cents a 
pound, while steaks bring thirteen 
cents :i pound. 
Hear meat can be pro­ 
cured at eight cents. 
A fully devel­ 
oped male deer will weigh *208 pounds. 
The only danger in hunting deer in tiie 
Pennsy lvania woods lies in the fact that 
y ou mav get lost or become a prey to 
a hungry wildcat.—Detro it Free Press.

Bartholomew's Hosp ital, London, con­ 
ceiv ed the idea that if tho su rrou nding 
air cou ld b e disinfected and the wou nd 
p ressed with some su b stance that wou ld 
kill tho b acteria which might find an 
entrance, decomp osition wou ld b e p re­ 
v ented and the wou nd p laced in tho 
most fav orab le condition for healing. 
He fix ed u p on carb olic acid as the 
agent most certain to b e effectiv e and 
since the introdu ction of his method, 
and modified forms of it which ex p eri­ 
ence has su ggested, recov ery is the 
almost inv ariab le ru le and the once 
dreaded diseases of wou nds tho rare ex ­ 
cep tion. 
When a seriou s accident hap p ens and 
the v ictim is b rou ght home, if a limb 
has b een b roken a b ed shou ld b o p re­ 
p ared for the su fferer while the su rgeon 
is coming. 
This b ed will hav e to b o 
occu p ied p rob ab ly for sev eral weeks, 
nor in many cases, will the occu p ant 
b e ab le to b e mov ed from it. 
A wov en 
wire mattress with a hair mattress ov er 
it, is the moat doHirab lo fou ndation; on 
this shou ld b e sp read a sheet smoothly 
tu cked in at the sides and ends.

In the av erage Indian family , writes 
Cap t. Richard Carnae Temp le in a re­ 
cent 
p ap er, the 
strictest domestic 
economy is the ru le of life, and the 
hou sehold work is done b y the women 
of the hou sehold, not, as with u s, b y 
p aid serv ants. 
Serv ants there are, of 
cou rse, in all Indian families, b u t they 
are, as a ru le, on a totally different 
footing from that of tin* Eu rop ean 
domestic, b eing, for the most p art, in­ 
dep endent p ersons with a clientele, for 
whom they p erform certain cu stomary 
serv ices for a cu stomary wage. 
The 
distrib u tion of the daily work, down to 
the most menial kind, lies with the 
mater familias, who may b e b est de­ 
scrib ed as the oldest married woman 
in the family p rop er, for widows can 
hav e no au thority . 
The cooking, as 
the work of honor, she keep s to her­ 
self, b u t the hou s -cleaning, the wash­ 
ing, the care of the children, tho‘draw­ 
ing of water, the making of the b eds, 
and so on,are done b y the less dignified 
memb ers of the hou sehold, as she 
directs; and whatev er is most menial, 
most disagreeab le, and the hardest 
work, is thru st u p on the b ride. 
Not only is ou r b ride thu s tu rned 
into a dru dge, often u nmercifu lly ov er­ 
worked, b u t from tho <lay she giv es u p 
her childhood to the day of her death 
—it may b e for siv .ty y <s*rs —she is se­ 


clu ded, and sees nothing of the world 
ou tside the walls of the family in­ 
closu re. 
8 ho is also b y cu stom isolated 
as far as p racticab le from nil the male 
memb ers of that little inner world to 
which she is confined. 
Free inter­ 
cou rse, ev en with her own hu sb and, is 
not p ermitted her while y et her y ou th­ 
fu l cap ab ilities for joy ou sncss ex ist. 
Ev ery 
p erson 
b elonging 
to the 
Eu rop ern races well knows how mu ch 
common meals tend to social sy mp athy ; 
how p owerfu l a factor they are m p ro­ 
moting p leasu rab le family ex istence 
ami iti edu cating the y ou ng to good 
manners. 
There is nothing of this 
sort 
in 
Indian Up p er-class society . 
There the meu and women dine strictly 
ap art, the women greatly on tho leav ­ 
ings of tho men, and that, too, in 
messes of degree, v ery like those in a 
roy al nav al ship , 
Pater familias dines 
b y himself; then the other men in 
grou p s, according to standing, waited 
on b y the women u nder fix ed ru les; 
and lastly the women, when tho men 
are done, ou r p oor y ou ng b ride coming 
last of all, ob liged often to b o content, 
it need hardly b e said, with the rou ghest

Gresham, of Galveston, and politicians of 
lesser note, who have constituted themselves 
a committee representing the Democracy of 
Tex as, and are inviting prominent Demo* 
crate to attend a meeting on the bOth for the 
purpose of calling a convention in May **to 
set forth clearly and universally the time- 
honored principles of Democracy in opposi­ 
tion to all forms of sumptuary legislation.” 
The News publishes an open letter from 
Senator John H. Reagan reply ing to the in­ 
vitation of the committee to attend the com­ 
ing meeting. Reagan's letter will produce a 
genuine sensation in the political world of 
Tex as. 
He comes out squarely in favor of 
prohibition, and deals the opposition some 
herculean blows from a Democratic stand­ 
point 
Two y ean ago 
Senator Reagan 
stood beside Senator Coke, Governor Ire­ 
land, Congressman Mills, and other promi­ 
nent Democrats injstrenuously opposing the 
growth of the prohibition 
idea, on the 
ground that it was a sacred principle of the 
Democracy to oppose sumptuary laws of 
whatever character, and his complete somer­ 
sault on this point surprises even his nearest 
friends. 
After 
picturing a t length the 
wretchedness and dishonor to be encount­ 
ered in every community resulting from the 
use of liquor, the distinguished senator say s: 
“I must ex press my regret that any effort 
has been made to make a party question of 
prohibition, and especially do I regret that 
Democrats should seek to identify that great 
and grand historic party with the fortunes 
and fate of the whisky -shop, drunkards, and 
criminals.” 
Viewing the question from a 
Jeffersonian standpoint, the senator contin­ 
ues: “There is a broad difference between 
laws which interfere with legitimate trade 
and with such as would interfere with the 
purchase and sale of necessary food, drink, 
and raimont, called sumptuary laws, and 
laws which have for their object the preven­ 
tion and punishment of crime and the 
preservation of public morals and decency . 
And I think it hardly just to the memory of 
Mr. Jefferson to assume that he would not 
have recognized this distinction. I have,during 
all the y ears of my manhood, been a Demo­ 
crat of the straightest sect, and an earnest, 
enthusiastic disciple of Thomas Jefferson, 
whom I regard as the greatest political phi­ 
losopher and statesman this country has ever 
produced. 
And I would be as far from de­ 
siring to see laws passed which would inser- 
fere with the freedom of legitimate com­ 
merce, or which would undertake to control 
the purchase, sale and use of uece*4ary 
food, drink or apparel as any one could be; 
but I believe it to be the duty of the people 
in a lawful manner to protect themselves 
and society against the evils of the improper 
nale and use of intox icating liquors. 
If I 
have not alway s so felt, it has been in 
a great degree because 
I was unwilling 
to 
allow 
any 
outside 
issue to 
sub­ 
vert or cause the overthrow of the Demo­ 
cratic party , whose principles I believe nec­ 
essary to the preservation of our free consti­ 
tutional sy stem of government. 
W e 
now 
have tho opportunity 
to promote sobriety , 
th rift, and 
Lappinoss 
without 
endanger­ 
ing 
the 
success 
and 
perpetuation 
of 
the principles of the Democratic 
party , 
and 
1 am in favor of 
doing so, and shall 
at the coming election so 
vote, not because

HAVE HEARD FROM POWDERLY. 


Chicag o “ Beds** G etting To o '*Freeh'* 
Say s a Pro m inent Knig ht- 
Chicago , April 9 .—“The ‘reds’ have again 
heard from Powderly , and they are squirm­ 
ing to-day ,” said George Rodgers, the well- 
known Knight of Labor, to a reporter Fri­ 
day afternoon. 
“ Them fellows—” be contin­ 
ued, “ I mean the Anarchists—have been very 
'fresh’ in Chicago for the past few months. 
They have assumed to speak for the noble 
order, and have thus, among the unthinking, 
brought odium upon it. 
They bullied men 
into voting for the so-called ’Labor’ ticket 
last Tuesday -it was, in fact, the ‘red’ ticket 
—but even then more Knights of Labor voted 
for Roche than for Nelson. 
I saw some of

As a pu lpit orator Beecher stood first 
among American clergymen, says the 
Chicago .Jo u rn a l 
Storrs is more in­ 
tellectu al, 
Phillips Brooks is more 
profou nd, and Bellows su rpassed him 
in dignity and grace of expression. Bu t 
for twenty-five 
years past Beecher 
preached to the largest and most in­ 
flu ential congregation in America. The 
secret of his popu larity and power, 
next to his love for hu manity, lay in tho 
original and u nconventional method of 
his treatment of b ib ical topics. 
The 
dryest of texts was enlivened b y a fer­ 
tility of fancy which was u nequ aled 
among the great divines of his time, 
and b y an acu teness which discovered 
hidden and novel meanings which were 
never revealed b efore from any pu lpit. 
He disliked dogmas, and for this rea­ 
son it was for years past difficu lt to as­ 
sign him a place in any of the great 
religions denominations. 
The Congre- 
gationalists, to which faith he nomi­ 
nally b elonged, lookfu l u pon him as 
too heterodox, especially in his views 
regarding pu nishment in tho after life. 
In this particu lar, in recent years, his 
faith appeared to approach nearer that 
of the Universalists than it did the 
rigid Calvinism which forms the b asis of 
the b elief of so many denominations of 
the Christian faith. 


H um a n thou ght has never b een ab le 
to form a theory of tho origin of matter, 
life, or force, any more than to con­ 
ceive a b eginning of time or limit of 
space, says the London Teleg ra p h . 
Of 
matter, hithorto men have b een ac­ 
cu stomed to think that tho seventy or 
raoie so-called elements were the u lti­ 
mate atoms. 
The other night, in the 
theater of the Royal Institu tion, and 
in presence of a distingu ished au dience, 
Mr. William Crookes, F. R. 8., b rou ght 
forward, in a lectu re on the “Genesis 
of the Elements,” a series of b rilliau t 
experiments tending to show that these 
atoms have b een themselves evolved 
from simpler forms of matter. 
The 
learned chemist dealt chiefly with the 
su b stance yttriu m, derived from one of 
the rare earths, and to b reak it u p 
into its fractions he had to u se the 
electric cu rrent, the spectroscope, and 
phosphorescence in 
an 
exceedingly 
rare mediu m. 
Mr. Crookes has carried 
b eyond any other investigator experi­ 
mentation in tho nearest possib le ap­ 
proach to a 
vacu u m, 
and, 
amid 
lou d 
cheers, 
he 
produ ced 
a 
little 
vial 
containing 
air 
of only 
the 
fifty-millionth 
of 
common 
air in density, and yet holding within 
five cu b ic centimeters (less than five 
sixteenth cu b ic inch), he confidently as­ 
serted, 100 million million molecu les. 
The experiments were made in air of 
ab ou t the millionth of an atmosphere, 
and the phosphorescent glows produ ced 
were exceedingly fine. 
As a net resu lt 
the yttriu m appeared to b e b roken u p 
so as to yield at least six new elements; 
and thence followed the conclu sion that 
at some time in the history of the u ni- 
verso these materials had b een com­ 
b ined. 
“A few' 
woekg« ago in this 
theater,” said Mr. Crookes, “Sir Will­ 
iam Thomson asked you to travel b ack 
with him an imaginary excu rsion of 
ab ou t 20,000,000 years. 
He pictu red to 
you the moment immediately b efore the 
b irth of ou r su n, when the Lu cretian 
atoms ru shed from all parts of space 
with velocities du e to gravitation, and, 
clashing together, 
formed 
an 
in­ 
candescent flu id mass, the nu cleu s erf a 
solar system with thirty million years 
of life in it. 
I ask you to accompany 
me to a period even more remote, to 
the very b eginning of time, b efore even 
the chemical atoms had consolidated 
from the original protyle”—and tliu s^ 
starting, the lectu rer went on to show' 
how, b y the process of cooling and the 
intervention 
of varying 
states 
of 
electricity, the su ccessive elements, as 
we now know them, might have come 
into existence from one single form of 
primordial matter. Prolonged applau se 
followed the close of the address.

Upon some spot of rising grou nd 
ab ove the level of the annu al inu nda­ 
tion a few mu d hu ts clu ster rou nd a 
ru deJ sanctu ary. 
The 
hu t-dwellers 
mu ltiply; the 
village v spreads; the 
sanctu ary is enlarged or reb u ilt 
As 
time goes on, the villago b ecomes a 
town; the town b ecomes a city; and the 
temple, enriched b y su ccessive genera­ 
tions of kings, governors, and piou s 
donors, b ecomes a vast historical aggre­ 
gate of chapels, halls, cou rts, avenu es, 
pylons, and sacred enclosu res. By and 
b y, w hether ravaged b y foreign foes or 
shattered b y some convu lsion of na­ 
tu re, the splendid stru ctu re falls into 
partial ru in. Hereu pon the degenerate 
princes of a later age, careless of the 
past and eager to raise some memorial 
of their own u neventfu l ru le, lay .pro­ 
fane hands u pon the monu ments of 
their great predecessors, cu t them u p 
for 
b u ilding 
material, 
and 
u se 
them 
iu 
the constru ction 
of 
de­ 
b ased imitations of earlier schools. 
This 
process, 
in 
all prob ab ility, 
is again and again repeated. Not merely 
stones, b u t statu es, sphinxes, ob elisks, 
are appropriated and reappropriatod, 
worked and reworked, till at last there 
comes a time of disru ption and change, 
when the old religion is ab olished, and 
the images of the gods are cast down, 
and the very langu age of tho inscrip­ 
tions is forgotten. After this, the sacred 
places b ecome qu arries for the b u ilders 
of Coptic chu rches, Arab mosqu es, and 
the palaces of 
Tu rkish 
Governors. 
Meanwhile the actu al city, consisting of 
lab yrinthe lanes of mu d-b u ilt dwell­ 
ings, 
gradu ally 
disappears. 
The 
spaciou s hou ses of the rich, tho hovels 
of the poor, cru mb le, collapse, and re­ 
solve themselves into mou nds of du st 
and potsherds. 
Su ch is the local his­ 
tory of hu ndreds of ancient Egyptian 
sites, and su ch is the history of Tanis. 
A hu ndred years ago, the grave of 
this dead city was yet inviolate. 
Then, 
as now, the great sand island was heaped 
high with desolate piles of reddish- 
b rown ru b b ish. 
Then, as now, those 
mou nds enclosed a low, level area of 
large extent like the b ed of a dry lake, 
or the crater of an extinct volcano. The 
traveler, who—once, perchance, in a 
decade—scaled those cru mb ling slopes 
and looked dow*n into that area, b eheld 
at his feet ail u ndu lating waste enclosed 
b y what at first sight looked like a 
qu adrangu lar rampart of earthworks, 
b u t which proved, on closer inspection, 
to b e the remains of an extraordinarily 
massive wall, b u ilt of su n-dried b ricks. 
The space thu s b ou nded was strewn 
with ru ins. 
Su ch was the aspect of the place 
when su rveyed in 1798 b y the engineers 
of the great French expedition. Mean- 
wliile there was war in Egypt, in India, 
in Eu rope, on land, on sea—u niversal 
war, follow'ed, in 1815, b y u niversal 
peace. 
The rich, the learned, the ad­ 
ventu rou s, the specu lative, were once 
more freo to travel, and the world was 
speedily overru n b y tou rists and traders. 
The pictu re market and the antiqu ity 
market, b oth long dormant, started 
into new and vigorou s life. 
In Egypt 
the soil was strewn with treasu res 
which it was not only profitab le b u t 
praiseworthy to rescu e from the de­ 
stru ctive propensities of native fella­ 
heen and Tu rkish pashas. 
A host of 
depredators 
laid 
hands accordingly 
u pon every movab le ob ject within their 
reach, and the collections so amassed 
were sold for enormou s su ms to crowned 
heads and wealthy 
virtu o si. 
Thu s 
were fou nded tho 
great 
Egyptian 
galleries of ou r Eu ropean mu seu ms.— 
Amellia B. Ed wa rd s 
, in Ha rp er's 
Ma g a zin e.

A W ork Wholly In tho Hand* of Israelites 
—A Famou s» Operator. 
(Amsterda m letter in Milwa ukee Sentinel.*/ 
All the employes in "every one of the 
diamond-cu tting estab lishments in tho 
city of Amsterdam ore Israelites. 
It is 
a well-known fact that this city is tlu * 
center and principal place where dia­ 
mond-cu tting is followed. 
E v e r v re­ 
nowned gem of the first water lias 
b een cu t b y an Amsterdawer expert 
either in this city or somewhere else. 
The Koh-i-noor was Ru t in London,b u t 
a Holland Jew, Mr. Vogelsang, an em­ 
ploye of tho diamond-cu tting firm « of 
the"Coster Bros., did the work, and it 
remains a lasting regret among con­ 
noisseu rs, that his ju dgment as to the 
cu tting of this “Mou nd of Light” was 
not followed. 
Mr. Vogelsang is at 
present past the eightieth millstone 
u pon the roadway of life, b u t enthu si­ 
astic u pon the diamond su b ject and 
prou dly shows the visitor an au to­ 
graphic letter of Qu een Victoria, in 
which the poor Jew of Amsterdam is 
thanked for his skillfu l manipu lating of 
a stone valu ed then at $700,000. 
The 
letter was accompanied b y a present 
worthy of the high position of the 
writer, and Mr. Vogelsang’s b ank ac­ 
cou nt was opened with a deposit of 
$4,000. Tho old gentleman’s eyes shine 
like stones of high degree when telling 
that ho received an order from the King 
of Holland to proceed to London for 
the pu rpose of cu tting the largest dia­ 
mond the world ever heard of and to 
rememb er that the repu tation of the 
Amsterdam lapidaries w'as in his keep- 
ing. 
✓ According to au thentic records tho 
existonco of the Koh-i-noor w as know n 
in 1304 b eyond the shadow of a dou b t, 
b u t traditions honored with b elief in 
tho families of Princes in British India 
carry it b ack fifty centu ries. 
When 
Mr. Vogelsang took the preciou s gem 
in his hand for the first timo it weighed 
180 1-16 carats. 
He commenced the 
cu tting Ju ly 6, 1862, and redu ced the 
weight of the stone precisely 50 carats, 
it b eing 136 1-15 carats when the opera­ 
tion was finished. 
The old gentleman lias b een pen­ 
sioned b y the firm his skill has made 
famou s in the mercantile and scientific 
world, b u t his highest pleasu re consists 
in talking “diamonds” to visitors. 
A 
few years b efore liia retirement from 
actu al lab or ho was sent b y the Em­ 
press of the Ru ssians, and examined in 
Moscow an u ncu t gem presented to the 
Czarina b y a Tartar nob leman and 
weighing 97 carats. 
At Mr. Vogel­ 
sang’s advice the stone was sent to Am­ 
sterdam to b e cu t b y him, and for seven 
months he lab ored faithfu lly to execu te 
a task said to have b een the most mar­ 
velou s exhib ition of a lapidary’s geniu s. 
In the employ of the firm was a Polish 
you ng man of great promise as a skill­ 
fu l manipu lator of gems, w'lio assisted 
in the difficu lt feat of smoothing the 
faces of the preciou s stones Every 
night when the day’s lab or was con­ 
clu ded the valu ab le article was re­ 
tu rned to the hands of one of the firm 
who had it in cu stody when it was not 
on the b ench. 
One morning, when it 
was b eing placed on the revolving disk 
and Mr. Vogelsang was in the act of 
commencing his lab ors u pon it, he fell 
to the floor in a faint. 
All was com­ 
motion in the workshop, and when 
b rou ght to consciou sness the old dia- 
mond-cu tter’s first words w ere: “My 
God, it is crystal.” 
The gem b elong­ 
ing t<f Ru ssia’s Empress, valu ed at 
$300,000, given into the cu stody of the 
largest diamond firm in the world, had 
tu rned into a piece of glass. 
Invc * 
gation proved that the gem at 
moment in the possession of the firm 
was crystal and worth ab ou t five gu l­ 
dens, b u t that the Polish assistant had 
aided the simon-pu re article to leave 
moisty atmosphere of the metropolis of 
the Netherlands. 
In the “English as 
she is spoke” b y Mr. Vogelsang, “He 
w'as stolen entirely.” 
Great was the 
excitement in the diamond centers of 
civilization. 
Telegraphic wires grew 
hot conveying descriptions of gem and 
thief into every police office of the Old 
World. 
For five days all trace of the 
Polish exile w ith his Ru ssian possession 
was lost, when at 11 o’clock of the sixth 
night the electric messenger b rou ght 
Mr. Vogelsang tho cheerfu l intelligence 
that the compatriot of Kosciu sko had 
b een captu red in the Jardin Mab ille in 
sinfu l Paris, and that he had the dia­ 
mond in his pocket. 
Mr. Vogelsang 
says he “b u rsted with joy,” and nob ody 
dou b ts.

POPULAR SCIEStE. 


A G erm a n astronomer has fou nd 
reasons for b elieving that the zodiac 
light and the au rora b orealis resu lt 
from the reflection of su nlight b y water 
and ice. 
T h e teeth of an individu al often vary 
greatly in hardness at intervals, and a 
Berlin physician, W. D. Miller, is ex­ 
perimenting to show that this is du e to 
a varying proportion of lime salts in 
the food. 
P r o b a b ly no application of science 
is developing more rapidly than pho­ 
tography. 
Among recent appliances is 
a detective camera in tho form of 
A 
watch, with a charm to hold a su pply 
of miniatu re dry-plates* and a tele­ 
scopic camera in which distant ob jects 
are b rou ght near b y telescopic aid and 
photographed. 
A 
m a r i n e alga of Arctic regions 
grows at a temperatu re far b elow zero, 
and its spores disappear at higher tem­ 
peratu res. 
It thu s appears that in­ 
tense cold is necessary to the existence 
of some forms of vegetab le life, to­ 
gether with extreme dryness, and this 
class of plants prob ab ly inclu des the 
cryptogams of red snow. 
T h e method of vu ltu res in finding 
carrion is seen b y their hab its of dis­ 
trib u ting 
themselves 
like 
sentinels 
over wide tracts of cou ntry. 
Their 
keen eyes, as they circle over miles of 
territory, scan every ob ject, telegraph­ 
ing to the adjoining • sentinel, many 
miles away, the discovery of prey. 
Iu 
this wav, du ring tho Crimean war, it is 
said that the vu ltu res of Northern 
Africa flocked in scores arou nd tho 
contending armies, coming from thou ­ 
sands of miles. 
T h e recent exhau stive researches b y 
Mr. Verbeek into all the phenomena 
connected with the red su n glow's of 
1883 and 1884 have led him to conclu de 
that they were cau sed mainly b y the 
masses of aqu eou s vapor thrown ou t b y 
the# volcano Krakatoa. 
In this view*, 
the wa tery vapor ejected b y Krakatoa, 
after condensing and freezing in the 
high air, produ ces the remarkab le su n­ 
set, thou gh the ashes may have in­ 
tensified the phenomena b esides serving 
as a center of condensation. 
Mu . J . M c N e il,of Indiana University, 
mentions a long-horned b eetle (Eb u ria 
q u a d 'rig emin a ta ) 
which lived no loss 
than nineteen years, and prob ab ly more 
than twenty, in an ash door sill. 
Two 
similar cases of remarkab le longevity 
in b eetles are recorded b y Packard. 
A 
specimen of M o n o h a mmu s co n fu so r 
, 
tho common pine-b orer, ¿ivecl more 
than fifteen years in a pine b u reau ; and 
three b eetles—prob ab ly Cera sp Jio ru s 
b a ltea tu s 
—came from an apple-tree 
tab le, the first after a residence therein 
of twenty years and the last of twenty- 
eight years. 
A m em ber of the London Astro­ 
nomical Society has pointed ou t that 
the common assu mption that a frag­ 
ment of meteor du st no larger than a 
mu stard seed may give the b rilliancy 
of a first-magnitu de star, is erroneou s. 
To give that b rightness at a distance of 
100 miles, ab ou t that at which meteors 
are u su ally seen, wou ld requ ire an 
electric lamp of 10,000-candle power. 
It is therefore 
prob ab le that 
the 
smallest visib le meteors have a su rface 
equ al to the incandescent portion of a 
100-candle power electric arc, if not 
mu ch greater. 
T h e contagiou sness of leprosy, says 
S cien ce, has for a long time b een a 
mooted q aestion. 
Tho Royal College 
of Physicians, in order to ob tain the 
b est information on this su b ject, sent 
inqu iries to physicians throu ghou t the 
world, whose practice had b rou ght them 
in contact with the disease, and whose 
opinions wou ld therefore b e of valu e. 
Thirteen of these have no dou b t of its 
contagiou sness, and thirty-fou r enter­ 
tain no dou b t of its non-contagiou sness. 
Twelve regarded leprosy and sypliillis 
as b eing intimately related; twenty-one 
b elieved there was no relation. 
Most 
of those to whom the inqu iries were 
sent regard leprosy as hereditary, and 
also that it may originate spontaneou sly 
u nder su itab le conditions. 


The Ra bbit Pest. 
In Nevada and California w'a have 
not only the common gray species of 
rab b its, b u t also the large jack rab b it 
and the even larger white hare. 
These 
are all natives of the cou ntry. 
They 
have prob ab ly b een here for ages and 
are dou b tless as prolific as are rab b its 
in Au stralia; therefore the w'hole cou n­ 
try shou ld have b een swarming with 
them when first visited b y the whites 
had there not b een something to keep 
them down. 
They were prob ab ly kept 
within b ou nds here b y the wolves, wild­ 
cats, lynxes, and other carnivorou s ani­ 
mals. 
The Au stralians introdu ced the 
rab b its no longer ago than 1860 for the 
pu rpose of sport, and fine sport they 
have had with them ! They shou ld now 
plant their land with wolves and wild­ 
cats and shou ld cu ltivate owls and 
hawks. 
It is prob ab le, however, that, 
owing to the general prevalence of the 
sheep indu stry, the wolf cu re wou ld b e 
ab ou t as b ad as the disease. 
In former 
times ou r Piu te Indians slau ghtered 
immense nu mb ers of rab b its. 
Before 
the coming of the whites they almost 
lived on rab b its, and all their cloaks 
and sleeping rob es were made of the 
skins of the animals. 
They institu ted 
rab b it drives, and at these rou ndu ps of 
the long-eared cattle swept into nets 
spread for the pu rpose all the rab b its 
of a large area of cou ntry. 
In Au stralia 
mu ch might b e done b y means of simi­ 
lar drives or circu lar hu nts b u t for the 
fact that the small gray rab b it is a b u r­ 
rowing animal, and pops into its hole 
with ab ou t as mu ch celerity as the 
prairie dog.—S a lt La ke Trib u n e.

Habit* of the Cooa« 
While the female coon is social and 
domestic in her habits, the mate is quite 
the reverse, say s the New York Su n . 
He is surly and solitary , rang es entirely 
alone, and g ives no care or attention to 
family matters. 
If two males meet in 
the woods or in the field they fig ht fu­ 
riously , and not infrequently to the 
death. An old J ersey coon hunter tells 
how he once surprised two male coons 
fig hting in a corn field. They were so 
frantically in earnest that they flew at 
each other even after the dogs had 
jumped upon them. 
In the spring and summer the mar­ 
gins of brooks and ponds, and the soft 
mud in swamps and bay s in every coon 
country , are alway s thickly indented 
with the graceful footprints of the 
coon, for in those months he spends 
his nights in catching frogs, fish, liz­ 
ards, grubs and mussels, which are then 
his chief subsistence. 
Later on he 
ranges along the huckleberry and 
blackberry patches, and feasts on their 
fruit 
With the coming of the milk in 
the green corn comes the coon’s gala 
time, for ho loves the tender, succulent 
grains, as the farmer knows to his sor­ 
row, and great are the risks he will 
take to forage in the fields. It is not 
until the berries are gone and the corn 
has grown tough in the ear that the 
coon begins to look about for his winter 
stores. These he lay s by plentifully , 
from, the beechnut, chestnut, 
and 
acorn crops, 
and on those crojm 
depends the hunting of the coon 
when he is at his best. 
During 
the nutting season he is fat and 
solid and wide-awake, provided that 
nuts are plentiful. 
When the coon 
grows inordinately fat and large he 
lessens his chances of falling a victim 
to the hunter, for then he ventures but a 
short distance from his hiding-place and 
gives ttie dog small opportunity for 
finding his trail. 
Even in the day s 
when coon-hunting was a science it was 
rare that a coon weighing over twenty 
pounds was ever bagged, although they 
have been known to attain a we;ght of 
forty pounds. 
A coon at that weight, 
however, must have been simply a ball 
of fat, and but little would have beeli 
left of him but bones and gravy after 
cooking. 
If the nut crop is a failure the coon 
goes to his winter quarters thin and 
miserable, and poorly prepared for the 
long winter’s sleep and fast. 
It is in 
seasons of such straights that the coon 
wanders forth on every day of thaw, 
although the snow may bo deep on the 
ground, in search of such fag ends of 
provender as may fall to his lot. 
At 
such times the unfortunate coon may 
be seen hovering, wan and haggard, on 
the edges of farms and door-y ards 
waiting for an opportunity to pick up 
scraps from the kitchen, poultry y ard, 
or pig-sty . 
One peculiarity of the coon which, 
by the way , is the cleanest of animals, 
and, as has been seen, eats only the 
most wholesome of food, and one which 
does not seem to have attracted the at 
tention of the book naturalists, is that 
he never touches food until he has 
quaffed at some spring or brook, even 
if he is compelled to go far to find one. 
Old coon-hunters say that the coon 
dips every mouthful of his food in 
water before eating it; but, like all 
hunters, old coon-hunters say many 
things it would bother them like smoke 
to prove.

Manufacturers o f to bacco m yth at the habit 
Of chewing is rapidly beco ming as o lwo lete as 
that o f Rnuff taking, ex cept amo ng wo rking 
men. “Yo u will find so me o f the o lder men 
Of wealth and refinement who chew no wa­ 
days,” said a large dealer, “but they acq uired 
the habit years ago , when it was no t tho ught 
vulgar o r disreputabl|) to chew. So me o f 
the o lder judges chew, and there were 
members o f the supreme co urt o f the 
United .Stab's who were no t ea.*y o n the 
bench unless they had a q uid. 
A very 
few clergymen uso to bacco in this way, and 
no t a few o f the o lder lawyers and o ther pro ­ 
fessio nal men o f years. But iu the yo unger 
generatio n o f cultivated men o f go o d manners 
there. are very few, co mparatively, no w to 
be fo und who chew. The yo ung men o f to ­ 
day rarely acq uire the habit, and I predict 
that within the nex t few years users o f the 
weed in this fo rm will be o nly tho se who be­ 
lo ng to the less cultivated so ciety.

Operatio n* Serve In Every Cane to Pr*» 
lo ng Life—Interesting Statistic*. 
The q uestio n w hether o r no t cancer is 
curable by o peratio n is o ne o f vital im­ 
po rtance to tho se who may have the dis­ 
ease. 
It is po pularly suppo sed to be in­ 
curable, but statistics pro ve that it is no t 
ho. 
In estimating the value o f o peratio ns 
fo r cancer we must co nsider the duratio n 
o f the disease when left to itself. 
Paget, 
in 130 rases, gives tho duratio n o f life in 
75 no t o perated upo n as 48 mo nths, while 
in the remaining G4, where o ne o r mo re 
o peratio ns had been perfo rmed, the life 
average was 52 mo nths. 
Sibley, in 8 4 
cases, makes the average 32 mo nths in 
cases no t o perated upo n, and 52 mo nths 
in casc*s w’here ex cisio n was practiced. 
TTie lo ngest duratio n o f life in cases no t 
o perated upo n is 12 years, in tho se o per­ 
ated upo n 18 years. 
While these statis­ 
tics go to pro ve that o peratio n pro lo ngs 
life, they do no t pro ve an ultimate cure. 
Dr. Oldeko p sho ws in his repo rt that o ut 
o f 220 co ses where o peratio ns had been 
perfo rmed 23 reco vered. 
Dr. Willard 
Parker believed in o peratio ns fo r the dis­ 
ease. 
In a paper read befo re the Medical 
Jo urnal asso ciatio n in September, 18 73, 
he repo rts 14 cases o f cure by ex cisio n, 
the patients being in go o d health at the 
ends o f perio ds varying fro m 8 to 27 years. 
A mass o f statistics might be bro ught 
to sho w that in many instances cancer 
has been radically cured, and in o ther 
cases life has been indefinitely pro lo nged 
by the use o f the knife. 
A few special 
cases will serve to sho w this. 
Dr. Weir 
repo rts a co se in which the right breast 
was amputated by Dr. James R. Wo o d 
in 18 56. In 18 67 Dr. Po st amputated 
the lo ft breast. 
In 18 73 Dr. Weir re­ 
mo ved a recurrent gro wth fro m the right 
side, and again in 18 77 and 18 8 0, the pa­ 
tient finally dying o f the disease 25 years 
after its first appearance. 
Dr. Frank H. 
Hamilto n o perated upo n a patient who 
survived the ex cisio n 20 years, and an­ 
o ther patient o f his. who se breast was en­ 
tirely remo ved, survived the o peratio n fo r 
10 years. 
Cases o f this descriptio n might 
bo multiplied. 
Dr. Shraclv, Gen. Grant’s 
physician, claims that the disease is o r­ 
ganic, and in no way hereditary. 
He be­ 
lieves that its o rigin is lo cal, and is there­ 
fo re remo vable, and that the co nstitutio n 
beco mes affected o nly seco ndarily by a 
mo re o r lens widespread disseminatio n o f 
o riginal cancer germs. 
Tho failure 
o f 
o ne ex cisio n to affect a cure in no wise 
disco ncerts him. 
The disease is i n s i d i ou s , 
and a careful micro sco pic ex alninatio n is 
necessary to fo llo w its vario us ramifica­ 
tio ns. 
Where the gro wth is no t in pro x ­ 
imity to the vital o rgans, o peratio n after 
o peratio n may be tried with impunity. 
In the case o f Gen. Grant, the entire 
thro at was affected and an o peratio n 
meant certain death, o therwise an o pera 
tio n wo uld have been tried. 
It is an ex ­ 
ceptio n fo r mo re than o ne member o f a 
family » j beco me the victim o f cancer. 
In fact it may be co nfidently said that no 
human l)eing can be sure o f escaping the 
disease until he has passed the age o f its 
o ccurrence,, which is when liis vital ma- 
cninery is entirely wo rn o ut. 
In o ther 
wo rds he can ever be co nsidered fo rtunate 
in respect |p cancer until he is dead.— 
New Yo rk Mail and Ex press.
